1. Claims 14, 23, 42, and 43 have been amended in response to the most 
recent office action. Claims 1-49 have been examined.

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 10 June 2004, with respect to 
the rejections of claim 1-49 under 35 U.S.C. 102 and 35 U.S.C. 103 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-49 have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-49 are allowed. 



5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1 -49 are allowable over the prior art in view of Applicant's 
arguments with respect to the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 02 and 35 U.S.C. 103 
filed 10 June 2004, specifically in that the invention of Xu would not effectively 
provide Internet access when modified by the teachings of Guerin (see 
Applicant's Arguments, filed 10 June 2004, pp. 15-18). No prior art, therefore, 
has been found that allows for the claimed Internet access where there may not 
be any user ISP affiliation. 

The claims of copending application 09/565,558 also do not include this 
inventive step, and the application can therefore no longer be combined with the 
cited prior art in a double-patenting rejection; all rejections due to double 
patenting are therefore withdrawn.
